I have the honour to submit a report on the 
search for manuscripts during the year 1882-83 and 
on the state of the collections at present in mj 
charge. 

EXPENDITURE. 

From the beginning of the official year to about 
the middle of September last I was in sole charge 
of the operations in connection with the search. 
Thereafter, the work, as well as the funds, were 
divided between Professor Peterson and myself. 
Out of the grant of Rs. 8,000 I had up to September 
spent Ks. 2,500, and the balance, after deducting 
Rs. 548 which had to be set apart for inscriptions, 
was Rs. 4,952. Out of this one-half or Rs. 2,476 
was placed at the disposal of Professor Peterson 
and the other half was entrusted to me. Of this 
I spent Rs. 2,455-0-6, so that, in all, my expenses 
during the year amounted to Rs. 4,955-0-6. Ma- 
nuscripts of the value of Rs. 439-0-9 paid for out 
of this amount were, as stated in the last year's 
report, included in the list then submitted, wherefore 
the results now to be reported have cost Government 
Rs. 4,515.15-9. Of this amount Rs. 3,473-13-0 
were paid for the 772 manuscripts entered in the 
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accompanying list, and the remainder, Bs. 1,042-2-9, 
was spent on the salaries and trayelling expenses 
of the agents and S&strins employed for collecting 
manuscripts and cataloguing private libraries* 

Number of manuscripts purchased in Oujarat and 
the Maratha Country. — The catalogue which forms 
Appendix I. of this report is divided into two 
sections, in the first of which are entered manuscripts 
collected in Gujarat and in the second those pur- 
chased in the Maratha Country. The Gujarat 
section comprises Nos. 1 — 486 and the other, Nos. 
487 — 772. I will now give a brief analysis of the 
collection noticing all the particulars of a literary 
and historical importance which from a hasty exami* 
nation of the manuscripts I have been able to 
gather. 

CLASS L— VEDAS. 

Under the head of Vedas including ITpanishads 
are entered two complete copies of the V&jasaneya 
Saihhit^, one in each section, (Nos. 12, 13 and 495), 
and one of the Pada text of the K^nva ^Sikhi of 
that Veda, (No. 489). Nos. 3 and 4 are complete 
copies of two of the four principal song-books of 
the S4ma Veda. We have also in this class manu« 
scripts of eight out of the fourteen K&ndas or divi« 
sions of the Satapatha Br&hmana and double copies 
of some of them. No. 14 is a copy of a part of 
data's Bh&shya or commentary on the Yajasaneya 
Saiiihit&. The fragment begins in the middle of 
Chapter II. and extends up to about the end of 
Chapter XXI ; but a good many intermediate leaves 
are wanting. No. 16 is a copy of the latter part of 
the same work and begins with Chapter XI X. and 
comes down to the end, one intermediate leaf only 
being lost. This was transcribed in the Samvat 
year 1431 correspouding to 1375 a.d. and is one of 
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the oldest paper manuscripts we possess. No. 14, 
and No. 15, which is another fragment of the first 
part extending from Chapters XII. to XVIII., also 
look as old if not older, though they bear no date. 
The date of No. 16 itself shows that t^'ata or Uvata, 
the author, must have flourished at least five hun* 
dred years ago ; but there is a statement in that 

manuscript as well as in No. 14 
Uata's date. which enables us to determine 

the precise period when he 
lived. In the colophon of manuscripts of this author's 
works and at the end of some of the chapters a 
couplet occurs, in the first line of which the name 
of his father is given as Vajrata and the place where 
he lived as Anandapura. The sense of the second 
line of the couplet as it usually occurs in manuscripts 
of the Mantrabh4shya is : " this commentarjr on the 
Mantras was composed after a mature deliberation 
of [the sense of] words and sentences.^* But in the 
manuscripts I am speaking about, instead of the 
words in Italics we have in several places " while 
Bhoja was ruling over the earth " or " while Bhoja 
was governing his kingdom." Anandapura has been 
identified with Vadanagar in Upper Gujarat, and 
though Hwan Thsang, the Chinese traveller, tells 
us that in his time the district in which the town 
was situated formed part of the kingdom of M&lvA, 
still it is questionable whether the town belonged to 
the kings of that country in the time of Bhoja, espe* 
cially since a powerful kingdom had been establish* 
ed, a good many years before Bhoja came to the 
throne, at Anahilapattana not far from Vadanagar. 
But the point is placed beyond doubt by another 
couplet occurring at the end of the tenth Chapter 
of No. 14, in which tTata tells us that " he composed 
the Mantrabh&shya while living in Avantl and while 
Bhoja was ruling over the country." This shows 
that though Vajrata, the father of our author. 



lived at Anandapura, tTata himself lired in MMvA 
at the time when he wrote his work. The Bhoja 
therefore mentioned by him must undoubtedly be 
the celebrated prince of that name who ruled over 
the countnr from about 996 to 1051 a. d. (See A., 
Appendix II.) 

No. 487 is entitled Ashtottarasatopanishad or the 

hundred and eight Upanishads. 
Upanishads. ,pj^^ original Upanishads form- 

ed parts of the Vedas and these are really works of 
great antiquity ; but treatises of this nature gradual- 
ly multiplied, many of them being devoted to the 
exaltation of particular deities and to the further- 
ance of such other sectarian objects. Most of them 
are referred to the Atharva Veda, a circumstance 
partially due to the fact that the literature belonging 
to this Veda was not clearly defined and specified 
by the ancient scholars of India. The number of 
Upanishads extant is now estimated at about 250. 
But at some period which cannot be very distant, 
108 of these were chosen as the best and their 
names given in one of them entitled Muktikopani- 
shad and their study enjoined. The Upanishads in 
our No. 487 are the same as those mentioned in the 
Muktikopanishad and are written and arranged ex- 
actly in the same order. But out of the 108, two — 
the TaittirSya and the Mantrika — have dropped out 
somehow, though their names are given in the table 
of contents attached to the manuscript. No. 10 in 
the Gujarat section also contains thirty-six treatises 
of this class and some of them are different from 
those enumerated in the Muktikopanishad. Lists 
of the Upanishads occurring in these two manu- 
scripts are given in Appendix II. (See B). Besides 
these we have detached copies of several of them. 
It is not often that so many ITpanishads are found in 
a single collection of manuscripts.

CLASS n.— VEDANQAS AND PACBIFICIAL 

MANUALS. 

In the class of YedsLngas and Sacrificial Frajogas 
or Manuals there is in the Gujarat section a copy of 
Devay&jfiika's Bh4shya or commentary on the Anu- 
kramaniksL of the Y4jasaneya Samhitd, (No. 25), and 
in the Maratha section a copy of two chapters of his 
commentary on K4ty4yana's sacrificial Sfttras, (Nos. 
504 and 505). Of this last a copy of four chapters 
was procured by me last year. There is also a 
manuscript of the first three chapters of another 
BhsLshya on this Siitra by an author whose name is 
not given. Last year's collection contained . copies 
of the commentaries of Karka, Gadidhara, and 
Harihara, on P4raskara's Grihya S^tra and this year 
one of Jayanlma's commentary on the same, (No. 
512), has been added. There are manuscripts of 
dependent treatises also such as the Fratijfid. St!ltra, 
the Bb&shika SAtra, YS,jfiavalkya SikshA, &c., (Nos. 
26, 28, and 513 — 521). In the Maratha section 
there are manuscripts of several sacrificial Manuals 
belonging principally to the VS.jasaneya SdkhA, 
(Nos. 522—541). 

CLASS IIL— ITIHlSAS, PUBINAS, MAHITMTAS 

AND STOTRAS. 

The object in making collections of manuscripts 
is, I apprehend, not only to procure copies of rare 
works but also to secure materials for critical editions 
of such as though not rare are of great importance, 
or for the determination of the correct text of any 
particular passage in them whenever a weighty issue 
hangs on it. In making my purchases I have always 
this object in view. In the department of Itih&sas 
and Purdnas therefore I have on no occasion rejected 
a good manuscript of the whole or a portion of the 
Mahdbh&rata offered for sale^ though the work has 



been printed once in Calcutta and twice in Bombay. 
But in all cases I paid a good deal less than 
the ordinary price. One copy of the Mah&bh&rata 
was purchased in 1879 at the rate of one rupee 
for a thousand Slokas, and a copy of each of ten 
books of the epic with commentaries at the rate 
of Rs. 1-8-0. In this year's collection in the 
Gujarat section there are manuscripts of eleven 
books, two of which from the dates given in the 
colophon appear to be 300 years old. The others 
also look as old though they bear no dates. They 
were paid for at the rate of Rs. 1-8-0 ; (Nos. 56 — 
67.) In the Maratha section there is a copy of the 
whole of the Mah4bh4rata with the exception of the 
S4ntiparvan or the twelfth book, and a copy of the 
HarivamiSa ; (Nos. 565, 566 and 579), These are 
about two hundred years old, and the price paid was 
Rs.- 1-12-0 per thousand, which was the uniform 
rate at which a large lot of manuscripts was pur- 
chased at N4sik. In this class there are also manu- 
scripts of the V4sishtha R4m4yana, the M4rkandeya, 
the Vishnu and the V4mana PurAnas, and of a good 
many M^h4tmyas of shrines or rivers, such as the 
M^h&tmya of Jagannatha in Orissa, of which we 
have two copies, one engraved on T41a leaves and 
the other written on paper, and the Prabhdsa 
M4h4tmya. 

CLASS IV.— DHARMA^lSTRA OR RELIGIOUS 

AND CIVIL LAW. 

As belonging to the Smriti branch of the litera- 
ture of the Hindu Law, religious and civil, I have 
to announce |he acquisition of a valuable comment- 
ary on the Manu Smriti by BAghavAnanda, (No. IIO), 
There are also old copies of the T^jfiavalkya 
Smriti and of VijMnesvara's commentary on it, the 
Mit4kshard.^ one of which was transcribed in Samvat 



1535 or 1479 a.d., that is more than 400 jears 
ago, (No. 106). We have a somewhat mutuated 
manuscript of a work entitled Jfiinabh&skara, 
(Nos. 96-97), which consists of a dialogue between 
Silrya, the Sun deity, and Aruna, his charioteer^ 
and another of that part of it which treats of the 
duties of widows. Of digests and manuals, which 
form an extensive branch of the modem literature 
of the subject we haye an old copy of the Madana- 
p&rijAta, (No. 599), which is considered a work of 
much importance, and treatises on the domestic 
rites of the followers of the Wliite Yajurveda 
entitled Saihsk&rabh^skara, (Nos. 115 and 611), 
by Khandabhatta, the son of Mayiirei^yara, and 
Samsk^rapaddhati, (Nos. 114 and 610), by Gang&- 
dhara. Madanap&rij&ta is so called because ita 
author Yi^vei^yara was patronized by a prince named 
Madanap&la whose history is given in the introduc* 
tion to the work. This introduction Professor Auf- 
recht gives in his notice of the work in the Oxford 
Catalogue. Nos. 614, 615, and 618 are comment- 
aries on works detailing the duties of the foUowera 
of Madhva, the originals of which were written by 
Madhv^chdrya himself. The last of these manu- 
scripts contains the original also. Nos. 616 and 617 
also belong to that sect.- Besides other works 
which are well known we have a large number of 
manuscripts of rituals employed on special occasions, 

CLASS v.— POEMS, PLATS, FABLES, Ac 

Among the poems and plays and the comment* 
aries thereon collected this year may be mentioned 
a large fragment of Ekan&tha's commentary on the 
KirdSrjunlya, (No. 136), eleven cantos of the 
Baghuvaih^adarpana by Hem&dri, (No. 161), an 
anonymous commentary on the first eight cantos 
of tbe Eom^rasaibibhavai (No. 139), four different 
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glosses on the Meghad^ta, (Nos. 157 — 160), a com- 

Slete copy of a commentary on the Naishudhiya by 
[arahari, (No. 146), two commentaries on the 
Khandapra^asti, (Nos. 140 and 620), two old copies 
of K^dambaii, (Nos. 134 and 135), a manuscript of 
the Pafichatantra more than five hundred years old, 
(No. 147), and two poems entitled BukmintSavijaya 
and Tirthaprabandha by VMiiAjatlrtha with com- 
mentaries, (Nos. 622, 623, 632 and 633). There is 
a copy of the Madhvavijaya or the triumphant 
career of Madhva, (No. 627) ; but several of its 
leaves are missing. The last three works belong 
to the M&dhva sect, and Y^didlia, said to be the 
same as Kavindra, was one of Anandatirtha's suc- 
cessors, being the eighth in the list given in Ap- 
pendix II. He died in 1261 Saka or 1339 a.d. 
{C, Appendix II.) 

One of the commentaries on the Khandapra^asti 
n AJ4 a XT is by Gunavinaya, a Jaina, and 

^^M4sa and Na- ^^^ ^^^^^ ^^ GaigadAsa, who 

in a stanza at the end of each 
section gives Poohiya as the name of his father and 
Mah^lakshml as that of his mother. He assumed 
the name of JnsLn^nanda after he had renounced the 
world and become a sarhnydsin or recluse. The 
stanza is given by Professor Aufrecht in his notice 
of this work ; but it is worthy of observation that 
the line in which his having become a recluse is 
mentioned occurs for the first time in the stanza at 
the end of his commentary on the Edma avatdra^ or 
the seventh incarnation of Vishnu, so that he seems 
to have assumed that condition after he had finished 
his commentary on the first six avat^ras or incarna- 
tions ; (See D., Appendix II). The commentary on 1 
the Naishadhlya also contains at the end of each 
canto a stanza in which the author gives his name 
as Narahari and states that he was the son of one 
SvayaiiibhA " whose feet were incessantly adored by 



the king of Trilinga" by his wife N&lam&y and 
that he was treated with kindness by Vidy4ranya, 
the Yogin, who probably was his guru or preceptor. 
The king of Trilinga or Telangana, alluded to here, 
must very likely be a prince of the Vijayanagara 
dynasty, and if the Vidy4ranya mentioned by the 
writer was the same as M4dnava, who, when he 
renounced the world, assumed that name, our author 
flourished in the latter part of the fourteenth cen- 
tury during the reign of Harihara ; (E., Appendix 
II). 

Of the minor poems one is the Gtta-B&ghaya 

which is one of the several 

Minor poems. imitations of Jayadeva^s Gita- 

Glta.E4ghava. Govinda, the hero here being 

Prabhikara, R4ma instead of Krishna. 

The author's name is PrabM- 
kara. He was the son of Bhfldhara, and wrote 
his work in Sariivat 1674. Another small poem 
is the Bh4vai$ataka by Ndgardja. It consists of 
a hundred and one verses, some of them in the 
Prakrit, in each of which a certain person is re- 
presented to be doing a certain thing in a certain 
condition, and the reason why he or she does so or 
BMyafetaka. *^® '^^^^ Sense of the verse 

N4ear&*a. ^® meant to be found out by 

^ ^ the reader. It is, however, 

given at the end of the verse. N4gar4ja, the author, 
is spoken of at the end of the poem as a king who 
was the ornament of the T^ka race and in whom the 
goddesses of Prosperity and Learning having ceased 
to quarrel lived in harmony with each other. 
" He was the son of J^aya (?) whose fame was 
sung by a host of bards and who was a praiseworthy 
offshoot of the T4ka race." J&lay a' s father was 
VidyMhara who belonged to the K^rpaya (?) gotra 
and obtained very great prosperity by worship, 
ping the feet of Ked4ra j (F., Appendix II). The 
B 904 -2 
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T^ka race here mentioned is probably the same as 
that to which Madanap&la, the patron of the author 
of the Madanap&rijAta, noticed above, belonged. 
It was a family of petty Chiefs whose capital was, as 
stated in the introduction to the latter, a town of 
the name of K^shthA situated on the YamunS, to 
the north of Delhi. Another small poem entitled 
Bhairavai^hanavarat. Bhairavasahanavara s a ra t n a, 
na. (No. 162), contains 41 verses 

depicting the nine Rasas or 
Bliairava^aba. p^^tj^ sentiments. The hero 

is a prince named Bhairavasdha of the Rdshtraudha 
or BAthor race, who was the son of Prat^pa and 
whose capital was Mayfir4dri ; (Gr., Appendix II). 
In the lOrtikaumudi, a Pratllpamalla of the R^sh- 
trakAta race is mentioned as a dependent of the 
Ohaulukyas of Anahilapattana. RashtrakAta is the 
Sanskrit form of R^shtraudha or R^thor, but 
whether this Pratapamalla was the same as the 
father of our hero cannot be determined with cer- 
tainty. BhairavaiS^ha is in some of the verses called 
Bahiramma^^ha which looks like a thoroughly Ma- 
homedan name. But it is not impossible that a 
Rajput may have adopted it. We have also a copy 
Rama^ataka. ?t^ V^em Called R^ma^ataka, 

Some^vara. P^' 1^6), which contains a 

nundred verses m praise of 
R^ma, the seventh incarnation of Vishnu. In a 
verse at the end, which is the 101st, we are told 
that the poem was composed by Some^varadeva in 
half a Ydma or an hour and a half. Who this Some- 
iSvara was is not stated in the manuscript, but in an- 
other copy of the poem since procured he is repre- 
sented as the Purobita or priest of * GurjareSvara' 
or King of Gujarat. This Some^vara, therefore, 
was the same as the author of the Klrtikaumudt who 
was the chaplain or priest of LavanaprasAda and his 
son Vlradhavala, the founders of the V4ghel4 branch 
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of the Chaulukya dynasty o£ Gujarat ; and the line 
about the poem being written in half a Ydma occurs, 
word for word, in an inscription composed by him 
found at Dabhoi in the territory of the GaikavHd ; 
(K&thavate's Klrtikaumudi, Intr,, p. ix). 

CLASS VI.-VYAKARANA OR GRAMMAR. 

In grammar I have to announce the acquisition 
of another copy of the Mah^bhslshya with the com- 
mentary of Kaiyata, (No. 185), It wants the first 
PsLda only, but in other respects it is a very good 
manuscript. There is also a fragment of a com- 
mentary on the Siddhdntakaumudi, (No. 189), by 
an author not much known named RAmakrishna- 
bhatta. The works of Bhattojidikshita and N&goji- 
bhatta with their commentaries, which, along with 
a portion of the Mah4bh4shya, are exclusively studied 
by modern Pandits who devote themselves to gram- 
mar, are also well represented in this year's collec- 
tion as they were in last year's. Of works belonging 
to other systems of grammar we have Bopadeva's 
Kavikalpadruma and a voluminous commentary on 
the Sarasvata by R^mabhatta, the son of Narasimha, 
and another entitled SAradlpikA, both of which how- 
ever are incomplete, (Nos. 193 and 194). 

CLASS VIL— KO^AS OR LEXICONS. 

Among the Ko^as or lexicons collected this year 
there is a manuscript of Hal4yudha, four hundred 
years old, (No. 645), and a copy of the AnekArtha- 
tilaka by Mahlpa, (No. 202). In the Gujarat section 
there is a manuscript entitled Anek4rthadhvani- 
manjarl, (No. 199), and in the Maratha section, 
another entitled N^n^rthamanjarl, (No. 648). On 
examination I find that they are both copies of the 
same work. In No. 199, the name of the author is 
given as Mah^chhapanaka, chha being put for ksha^ 
and the work is referred to the K^^mir dmndya or 
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KA^mir literature. In the group of Jaiua works there 
is a copy of the SiddhaSabd&rnava by Sahajaklrti, a 
lexicon that is quoted by Malltn^tha and mentioned 
by other writers, (No. 466). 

CLA.8S VIIL— POETICS AND METRICS. 

In the class of Poetics and Metrics we have a 
mutilated copy of a work unknown before entitled 
K^vyAlaihk^ra^i^uprabodha by Punjar^ja, (No. 210), 
an old manuscript of Rudrabhatta's Sring^ratilaka, 
two copies of the K4vyaprak46a with fragments of 
commentaries, two works of Appayadlkshita, and 
Bh&nudatta^s Rasataranginl, of which about a leaf 

is wanting at the end, and his 
thf^^ll^ii:! ^amafijaji Pufijarija was 
prabodhal *^® ^^^ ^* Jlvanendra and is 

spoken of as the ornament of 
the MMava circle and as belonging to the family of 
Srim4}a. He is, therefore, the same as the author of 

^- ,, the commentary on the S4ras- 

ot^rmTsare: vata grammar Pufijar^ja men- 

tions another larger work of his, 
entitled Dhvanipradipa ; (H., Appendix II). 

In the sixth chapter of the Rasataranginl, Bh&nu- 
■D1.A J XX datta excuses himself from 

giving details about certain 
points because he says they are given in the Rasa- 
mafijarl. From this it is clear that the author of 
both was the same ; but there is some question as to 
his native country. In Professor Aufrecht^s copy of 
the Rasamafijarl it is spoken of as * VidarbhabhAh,' 
or the land of the Vidarbhas, and the manuscript 
before me agrees with his. But Dr. Burnell in his 
Catalogue of the Tanjor Manuscripts calls him 
Maithila Bh^nudatta, i. e., Bh&nudatta, the native of 
Mithil4, and the copy of the Rasamanjaii purchased 
by me in 1879 and another procured since the close 
of the year have VidehabhAh instead of Vidarbha- 
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bhAh, i.e.f the land of the Videhas of which MithilA 
was the capital. That Yidarbhabh^h is a mislection 
is shown by the fact that the author represents the 
river of the gods or the Oanges as flowing through 
his country; while the country of the Yidarbhas, 
which corresponds to the modern Berars, is situated 
to the south of the Narmadd, 

The commentary which accompanies our Basa- 

manjarl is called Yyangy4r. 
nan an.i . thakaumudi and was composed 

by Ananta Pandita, the son of Tryambaka Pandita. 
The father of this last was B41o Pandita and his 
again was Nllakan^ha Pandita. The family lived at 
Punyastambha, the vernacular Punt&ihbem, situated 
on the river Gautami or Godavarl. Punt&mbeih 
is a town in the Ahmadnagar District. The com- 
mentary was written at K&^l or Benares in the year 
1692 for Chandrabh^nu, who was king of K^^l at 
the time. Chandrabhinu was the son of Ylra- 
senadeva and grandson of Madhukara^dha who was 
the son of K4^ir4ja. The date given by the author 
must be understood as referring to the Yikrama era ; 
for if we take the era to be the Saka, the Yikrama 
year corresponding to 1692 Saka will be 1827, while 
the manuscript itself was transcribed in 1817 
Yikrama. 

There are in this class incomplete manuscripts of 

a work on PrS^krit prosody at-

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Bh^styas or commentaries on the Brihad^ranyaka 
and seven other Upanishads, (Nos. 247 and 227 — 
230), and NArS,yana's Dlpik&s or glosses on forty-six 
treatises of that clasS; (No;^ 233) ; (J., Appendix II.). 
Then there is a copy of AnandajMna's gloss, (No. 
248), on Saiiikar^chglrya's Bh^shya on the Brihad4- 
ranyaka, of the V&rtika or commentary in verse, 
(No. 249), on the same Bh^shya by Sure^var4ch4rya 
who was a pupil of Saiiikar^cMrya, and of a com- 
mentary on the fourth chapter of this V4rtika by 
AnandajMna, (No. 250). Similarly there are copies 
of Samkardch^rya's exposition of the Mah&v4kyas, or 
the great Upanishad texts declaratory of the identity 
between the supreme and the individual souls, (Nos. 
256 and 661). We have also got Anandajn^na's

which is very valuable and which I now use for my 
lectures on the Bh^shya, a portion of which has to be 
got up by students who take up English and Sanskrit 
as an optional subject for the B.A. Examination. I 
may also mention a copy of the second half of the 
Saiiikshepa^^rlraka, or substance of Samkar4ch^- 
rya's BMshya, (No. 268), by Sarvajn4tman who 
was a pupil of Sure^var4ch4rya and grandpupil of 
Samkar4ch4rya. There is also a copy of a com- 
mentary by one R^matirtha, (No. 269), on the 
fourth or last chapter of this work.

of the race of Manu, who belonged to a Kshatriya 

family and whose orders were nowhere disobeyed, 

was ruling over the earth." Who this Aditya of the 

race of Manu was, it is diflB.oult to determine. But 

princes of the early OhMukya dynasty which ruled 
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over tlie Deccan from the Nannad& to Mysore spoke 
of themselves as belonging to the M4navya gotra 
or, as the word might be interpreted, to " the 
race of Manu : " and there were several of them 
the second part of whose name was Aditya, such 
as Vikram4ditya, Vinay^ditya, and Vijay&ditya. But 
the sovereignty of the country was wrested from 
them by another family known by the name of the 
E4shtrakMas before the Saka year 675 or 753 a.d. ; 
while Samkar^ch^rya, the preceptor of our author's 
teacher Sure^vara, is said to have been born in 710 
Saka or 78S a.d. The ChAlukyas, however, were 
not exterminated by the R4shtrakAtas and they 
probably governed a small province as their de- 
pendents. But our information with regard to 
them after the extinction of their power is very 
scanty. There were two princes among them of the 
name of Vikram&ditya, and perhaps Sarvajfi^tman 
alludes to one of these. If, however, the description 
given by him is considered hardly applicable to a 
minor chief and the family of Manu spoken of by 
him was really the early Chdlukya dynasty, Samkarft- 
ch&rya's date must be pushed backwards to about 
the year 680 a.d. so as to place his grandpupil in 
the reign of at least the last king whose name 
terminated in the word Aditya, viz., Vikramdditya 
II. Vikramdditya II. ceased to reign in Saka 669 
or A.D. 747. If, on the other hand, we place Sarva- 
jMtman in the reign of the first prince whose name 
terminated in the word Aditya, i. e. Vikramftditya 
I., who was a powerful monarch and who ceased to 
reign in Saka 601 or 679 A. D., Samkar^charya must 
be referred to about the end of the sixth century. 
(K., Appendix II.) 

Among the Ved&ntic works based on PurAnic

Of those based on episodes of the 
Mah&bh^rata we have Samkardch&rya's Bhdshya or 
authoritative commentary on the Bhagavadgitd, one 
copy of which is 472 years old, (No. 252), and his 
BMshya on the Vishnusahasran&ma. Of the in- 
Independent treatises, dependent treatises on the 

subject composed by the great 
teacher we have copies of eight, most of them with 
commentaries (Nos. 225, 231, 232, 243, 244, 261, 
666, 667), and of those composed by his followers we 
have ten (Nos. 222—224,236, 237, 238, &o.). 

System of Madhva. — In the Maratha section of 
the collection there are fifty-five manuscripts j 

(Nos. 668 — 722) of forty-four different works ex- ^ 

pounding the system of the Ved^nta promulgated by 
Madhva who is also known by the names of 
Anandatirtha, P^rnaprajfia and Madhyamand^ra. 
Anandatlrtha was the first pontiff or head of the con- 
gregation he founded, and the

gec^. ^ regular list of his successors 

to the present day together with 
the dates of their death. Copies of the list however 
found in the possession of different persons differ 
from each other in a few respects. It appears that 
in the older lists the year of the cycle of sixty years 
in which each High-priest died was alone given, and 
from this was determined the Saka year. But this 
method is uncertain and liable to error if in any 
case the pontificate of any one of these extended 
over more than 60 years. I have. compared three 
lists, one from Poena, another from Miraj, and 
the third lithographed at Belgaum, and found that 
the principal disagreement between the last two is 
due to this source. The second however appears to 
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be correct, since the third assigns to two success- 
ive pontiffs, t.e., the eleventh and the twelfth, 
2 ^ . , , sixty and fifty-eight years.

are given in L., Appendix II. It will be seen from 
the list there given that Anandatirtha died in ^aka 
1119 corresponding to 1197 a.d. 

The system founded by Anandatirtha is so bitterly 
hostile to that of Samkarach^rya that its followers 
consider the latter teacher to be an incarnation of 
a Daitya or demon whose object was to deceive 
mankind. According to Samkara's system the world 
is an unreality and the only reality is an uncondi» 

tioned and blissful soul. All

feeling, even the sense of indi- 
viduality, and the external world, arise from the de« 
velopment of a certain principle which consists of 
ignorance and which represents the soul as otherwise 
than what it really is and generates mere appearances. 
When this principle is got rid of, the soul is free 
from all limitations and the appearances are dis« 
solved, and being free from all misery, it resumes its 
pristine condition. This doctrine is condemned in 
unqualified terms by Madhva and his followers who 
maintain that the world is real, the feeling of in- 
dividuality which separates one soul from another 
and from the inanimate world represents something 
that is real, God as different from the individual 
souls and from the world is real, that the relation 
between the individual soul and God is like that 
between a servant and his master, and that by 
worshipping and serving this master the individual 
soul is exalted and becomes like God in most re- 
spects. These are the speculative doctrines of 
Madhva, Practically he enjoins the worship of 
B 904—3 
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Vishnu who is represented as the supreme God. 
The Ved&nta has what are called three Pras- 

th&nas or sources (literally, 
The three Prasth&nas. gt^rting points), viz. the Upani- 

shads, the BrahmasAtra by B&dar^yana, and the 
BhagavadgitSr and such other episodes from the 
MahslbhArata and the PurS,nas. Hence it is necessary 
that each system should have its own way of inter- 
preting these treatises; and accordingly each has 
its own Bhslshyas or authoritative commentaries ou 
them. The works of Samkarach&rya on these three 
sets of originals existing in our collection have been 
noticed, and I shall now proceed to examine those

have a copy of Anandatirtha s 
BhUshya on the BrahmasAtra, (Nos. 704 — 706), 
of what is called his Anuvy&khy^na of it which 
is of the nature of an independent treatise expound- 
ing the contents of the SAtra, (No. 709), and of the 
Anubh^shya or a summary of the SAtra, (No. 708). 
Anandatirtha's treatises are generally very short, 
but there are lai'ge commentaries on them, princi- 
pally by Jayatirtha, the sixth 
aya ir ha. ^^ ^^^ succession list who died 

in 1190 Saka or 1268 a.d. Jayatirtha's name before 
he was raised to the pontifical seat was Dhondo 
'RaghunS,tha, and he was a native of Mangalavedhem 
near Pandharpur. In the collection there are ma- 
nuscripts of Jayatirtha' s commentary on the Brah- 
masAtra Bh^shya entitled Tattvaprak^^ik^, (No. 
679), and of two commentaries on this again one 
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eBtitled Abhinavachandrikd, (No. 669), by Satya- 
nS-thatirtha, the twentieth in the succession list who 
died in Saka 1595, and the other called T4tpar- 
yanirnaya by VySsayati the fifteenth, who died in 
i^aka 1481, (No. 691). The first two, however, come 
down to the end of the Pecond chapter, there being 
four in all, and the third is but a fragment.

in the north. There is not much difference be- 
tween the doctrines of these teachers. According 
to them there is a unity of substance as well as 
plurality. The individual souls and the inanimate 
world form one substance with God in so far as he 
animates them. He is the soul of our souls and the 
soul of the world, and these are his body ; and as 
the human soul with the human body forms one in- 
dividual, so does the supreme soul with his body, viz.^ 
the world and the dependent souls, form one sub- 
stance. Thus we have unity. But plurality also is 
true in so far as the distinction between the three — 
the supreme soul, the dependent souls, and the ^ 

world — is never obliterated. Practically, RS.mS.nu] a 
enjoins the worship of N&r&yana generally, but 
Kimbarka seems to have attached particular import- 
ance to the Krishna incarnation and in this respect 
was a precursor of VallabhS-chS^rya. We have no 
work expounding NimbS^rka's system in the collec- 
tion, but there is a manuscript of a tract entitled the 
. Sishtaglta, (No. 83), in which

Siva, and Vy&sa down to Bhattojidlkshita and 
Ohaitanya are represented as having held a 
meeting at K&sl and extolled the doctrines of Nim- 
bS.rka and recommended them to all mankind. Ac- 
cording to one of the speakers all inconsistent 
doctrines finally resolve themselves into those of 
Nimbarka as rain-water wherever it may drop finally 
reaches the ocean and is absorbed in it.

In the introduction 
Kesava renders his obeisance to NimbArka and speaks 
of Srloiv^sa, his immediate successor, as the author 
of the principal Bh4shya. He also mentions Sunda- 
rabhattaand others occurring in our succession list 
and his preceptor Mukunda.

ised commentary on this is 
that by V4tsy^yana, a manuscript of which was 
purchased by me in 1879. In the present collec- 
tion there is a fragment equal to about one-fourth 
of the whole of a more modern commentary en- 
titled Ny^arahasya, (No. 743), by B4mabhadra 
who represents himself as the son of Bhatt&ch^rya- 
chM&mani. This person was in all probability 
the same as J^naklnathabhatt^ch^ryachAdamani, 
the author of the Ny^yasiddh&ntamafijarl, to be 
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hereafter mentioned. The SAtra of Gautama and 
that of Kanslda^ the founder of a kindred system, 
the Vai^eshika, are however rarely studied in 
modern times. The literature of the two systems, 
the study of a portion of which at least is considered 
indispensable to one who wishes to become a 
Naiy4yika or Ny&ya Pandit, was developed in 
Bengal during the last six or seven hundred years.

There is a commentary on this work en- 
titled Chint^maniprak^^a by Ruchidatta who speaks 
of himself in one place as a pupil of Jayadeva, 
probably the same as the author of another com- 
mentary called Aloka, and in another as having 
learnt the whole S4stra or system from a number 
of teachers. There is a copy of the first part of this 
work, (No. 279), and another of the second part, 
(No. 278), amongst our acquisitions of this year. 
This commentary, however, is very rarely read, and 
the one generally studied in modern times is that 
entitled Dldhiti by Raghun^thabhattasiromani, of 
the second part or AnumS,nakhanda of which we 
have a copy, (No. 740). We have also manuscripts 
of the Anum&nakhanda or inference portion of 
Mathur^n^tha's commentary on GangeiSa's work, 
(Nos. 757 — 769), and of the Pratyakshakhanda or 
first part and the Sabda or fourth of the same in 
last year's collection. The Didhiti again has been 
commented on by this same Mathur4ndtha who 
represents himself as the son of R4ma, by Jagadi^a, 
by Bhavananda, and by Gad^dhara, and the Aloka 
mentioned above by the first and the Sabda or fourth 
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portion of it by the last. All these are largely re- , 

presented in this and last yearns collections. These

the writers is accuracy of 
thought and speech. But to attain this they have 
invented a very diflBcult and artificial terminology 
and by its means seek to define every thing they 
are concerned with in their branch of learning in a 
manner to obviate all possible objections, howsoever 
flimsy and ridiculous. Their definitions have thus 
become unwieldy and usually consist of an ex- 
tremely long compound and are unintelligible to 
all except the initiated. Still the end they seek to 
attain. is good, and their method is to a certain 
extent worthy of adoption, especially in its applica- 
tion to grammar or to the accurate determination 
of the sense of words and sentences, ( Sabdakhanda). 
Whatever is useful in their mode of treatment can 
however be acquired by studying the little manuals 
on the Nyllya and Vai^eshika systems with some of 
their smaller commentaries, and these I shall now 
proceed to notice.

Jinar&ja 
died in 1461 Samvat or 1406 a.d., and Jinavardhana 
occupied the seat vacated by him till 1476 Samvat 
when he was deposed on account of his having 
transgressed one of the vows ; (Ind. Ant., Vol. XI., 
p. 249). Jinavardhana appears to have been a 
zealous student of the Nyftya. Among the palmleaf 
manuscripts in our collections, No. 28 of J 880-81 
which is a copy of Udayana's TatparyapariiSuddhi 
is stated at the end to have belonged to Jinavar- 
dhanasAri the successor of Jinar4jasAri, and the 
year there given is 1471 Samvat ; (Prof. Kielhorn's 
Report for 1880-81, p. 19). Siv^ditya the author 
of the SaptapadArthl commented on by Jinavardhana, 
must thus have flourished before the fifteenth cen- 
tury. The third manual or

mented on by Uovardhana- 
mi^ra, MAdhavabhatta, and Ohinnabhatta. Govar- 
dhanamii§ra was the son of Balabhadra and his wife 
Vijaya^ri, and had two elder brothers named Pad- 
manabha and Vi^van&tha. He was the pupil of 
Kei^avamii^ra, the author of the work on which he 
has commented; (Q., Appendix II). Of Govardha- 
namisra's work we have two copies, (Nos. 282 and

Chmnabbatta s date. MMhavabhatta, (No. 284), and 

of that of Chinnabhatta, (No. 285). The last is 
called Tarkabhashd.prak&^ik4. Chinnabhatta was 
the son of Sahajasarvajfia and the younger brother 
of Sarvajna and was patronized by Harihara, king 
of Vijayanagara. He thus lived in the latter part 
of the fourteenth century, and the Tarkabh^sha 
therefore commented on by him must have been 
considerably older.

SaS nos! ?^^ Bhaskar^chAiya was bom 

in 1036 Saka as he himself tells 
us in the Siddh&ntaiSiromani which he wrote in the 
thirty-sixth year of his age. The methods given in 
Karanas differ from those given in the Siddh^ntas in 
this, that while the latter use as an epoch the begin- 
ning of a Kalpa or a fabulous period of an extremely 
long duration, and consequently involve tedious 
multiplications and divisions, the former take their 
start from a certain year of the Saka era as an: epoch 
and are less cumbrous. The astronomical data are 
the same as those given in the Siddh4ntas. Our 
author's Karana follows the data given in the Brah- 
Brahmatulya masiddhAnta ^-nd is hence called 

Brahmatulya or " like the Brah- 
ma. " There are three other copies of the Karana

But its first leaf is 
lost and that of another manuscript substituted in its 
place; hence its epoch cannot be easily made out. 
Amongst a number of manuscripts, however, since 
6aka 1014 collected in the Maratha coun- 

try, I found the first two or 
three leares of a copy of this Karana, and these have 
been added to No. 299. From the. first two verses, 
I gather that Brahmadeva follows the astronomical 
data given by Aryabhata and the S'aka year used 
bv him as an epoch is 1014 ; (T., Appendix II.). 
This, therefore, is the oldest of the Karanas in the 
present collection.

No. 314 is a copy of the JAtakapaddhati composed 
Jfttakpaddh a t i b 7 by Ke^a va of Nandigr&ma with 
Ke^ava, father of a commentary written by him-

The l^rtpati mentioned by Ke^ava is the same as 
the author of No. 311, since a quotation from Sripati 
in Ke^ava's work is found in that manuscript. 
There is a copy of the HorAmakaranda in last year's 
collection. The author's name is 6unfi,kara, who 
was the son of another Srlpati. Another commentary 
on Ke^ava's Paddhati by Yi^van^tha, the son of 
Div&kara, we have in last year's collection. The 
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6aka 1508 illustrative calculations in it are 

made for the year 1608 Saka or 
1586 A.D. Vi^vangltha therefore wrote this com- 
mentary twenty-six years before that on Gane^a*s 
Grahalighava. There are manuscripts of several 
other J&takas among which may be mentioned the 
Yavanaj4taka, (No. 349), which is probably the one 
referred to by Ke^ava of Nandigrslma. The date of 
the manuscript is 1621 Saihvat or 1665 a.d. We 
have, however, not got a complete copy of this 
J4taka and the section on the subject of Kesava's 
T^^+*^«+^orv>Ai6 quotation is wanting. No. 316 

IS Sripati s Jyotiratnamala with 
a commentary by Mah^deva, the son of Luniga. 
Whether this Sripati is identical with the author of 
the J^takapaddhati it is diflBcult to determine. The 
author of the Jyotiratnam&14 was the son of NAga- 
deva and grandson of Ke^ava who of course was a 
different person from the father of Gane^a. This 
Kesava belonged to the Kd^yapa Gotra, while Ke^ava 
of Nandigr^ma was a Kau^ika. 

No. 348 is a copy of a commentary on Ke^ava's 

Keiava'sMuMrtatat. MuhArtatattva by his son Ga- 
tva. nesa. We have also a copy 

of the MuhArtachint^mani by 
Mnh^rtachintAmani R^ma who gives his genealogy 

^ ^^' thus : — In Dharmapura on the 

banks of the NarmadA there lived a learned man of 
the name of Chint&mani who knew a great many 
S^stras including Jyotisha. He had a son named 
Ananta who was an astrologer and wrote a J4taka- 
paddhati and a commentary on the KAmadhenu. — 
Nos. 300 and 301 are copies of a K&madhenu, very 
probably the same as this. — Ananta had two sons 
His date Nllakantha and B,4ma, the 

latter of whom was the author 
of the work before us. He wrote it at Benares in 
1522 Saka or 1600 A.D. 
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We have several manuscripts of works on what is 
Tftjika. called Tajika or general astro- 

Samarsirfilia's logjj of which I shall notice 

T&jikas&ra. g, few, Nos. 320—322 are 

copies of different parts of the T^jikas&ra by Samara- 
siriiha. The author traces his descent to Chanda- 
simha, of the Pr&gv^ta family, who was a minister 
of the Chaulukya kings of Gujarat. He was pro- 
bably the same person as Chandapa, who, as stated 
by Some^vara in the Kirtikaumudi, (III., 1 — 4), 
also belonged to the Pr^gvAta family and was a 
Mantrin or counsellor and an ancestor of Vastupala. 
From Chandasiiiiha sprang Sobhanadeva who had a 
son of the name of S4manta. S4manta's son was 
Kum4rsimha who was the father of our author. 
No. 322, which is a copy of the third section of the 
work, was transcribed in 1491 Saihvat correspondiner 

. to 1435 A.D. ; (V., Appendix 

nSkritf"^^ ^' ^^- ^27 is Daivaj^fi- 

^^ ' ^' lamkriti by Tejahsimha. The 

pedigree of the author is given in the colophon, but 
the reading is very corrupt and what appears likely 
is this. Tejahsimha like Samarasimha belonged to 
the Pr&gv4ta family, but he is much older than the 
latter. S^rangadeva of the Chaulukya dynasty of 
Gujarat, who reigned from 1277 to 1297 a.d., had 
a Mantrin or counsellor whose name appears to have 
been Vikrama. Of him was born another Mantrin 
of the name of Vijayasimha, and his brother was 
Tejahsimha, the author of the work before us. (W., 
Appendix II.). 

We have also a copy of the T4jik&lamk4ra by 

«A , m...i .1 ^1 . Sftrya, (No. 326), who lived at 
SAiya'B Tajikaiaihkara. ^pa/t^kpura on^the northern 

bank of the God^vari. His father's name was JMna- 
r&ja who was himself an astronomer of great repute, 
being the author of a work called .the Siddh^nta* 
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sundara, (see Colebrooke*B Essays). Silrya gives a 
list of his own works at the end of the TAjikMaifak&ra, 
The passage is corrupt ; but on comparing it with 
another copy of it given by Professor Weber in the 
Berlin Catalogue I find he wrote the following 
works : — Glosses on (1) the Lll&vatl and (2) the 
Bijaganita ; (3) computations according to Srlpati's 
Paddhati, (4) a new Bijaganita, (6) T&jika, the 
present work, (6) another T4jika, (7) a K4vy4shtaka, 
and (8) Bodhasudh^kara, a Ved4ntio work; (X., 
Appendix IT.). The dates 1460 and 1463 Saka are 
given by Colebrooke as occurring in two of his 
works. 

No. 318 is a manuscript of the T^jikakaustubha 
„^.., , ,, , by BAlakrisbna who lived at 

BdlSr*"'''" '^ JamT)usara. His father was 

Y4dava whose great-grand- 
father RAmajit (RAmji) was, according to B41akri- 
shna, a very learned man and lived at a place situat- 
ed on the northern bank of the T4pi. Rimajit had a 
son of the name of N4r4yana and his son was RAma- 
krishna who was the father of Y^dava. BAlakrish- 
na's other works are : — Stotras of NArdyana, Sam- 
kara, Siv4 (Durga), Ganapati and Trivenl, Yoginya- 
shtada^4krama, of which we have a copy, and 
Saihkr^ntinirnaya ; (Y., Appendix IL). 

Another manuscript that deserves notice is called 

Manittha Tftjika, ManitthatAjika, (No. 324), and 

the work is ascribed to Manit- 
th&ch^rya. Manittha is mentioned by Var^hamihira 
in his J4taka and identified by Professor Weber with 
Manetho, author of the Apotelesraata. Vardhami- 
hira*s commentator Utpala quotes passages from 
the work attributed to Manittha which however I 
have not been able to find in the present manuscript. 
A man of the name of Manittha could not have 
eomposed this treatise, sined in one place the author 
B 904—5 
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says he is ^ going to give what is stated by Manittha 
and others" with reference to a certain subject. The 
work is a modern compilation, since tbe name "T^ji- 
ka'* itself for astrology was adopted by Hindu writers 
in about the thirteenth century, while Var^hamihira 
who mentions Manittha flourished in the early part 
of the sixth. The author's object was to state the 
views of foreign writers whom he speaks of as 
"Yavanas"or "ancient Yavanas," and he uses Manit- 
tha's name only because he was acquainted with the 
tradition which represented him to be a distinguished 
foreign writer on astrology. (Z., Appendix 11.) . 

I may also here mention a manuscript of a work 
.... ... , entitled P4rasiprak4§a, (No. 

viK?Sa ^ 336). by an author named Ve- 

dS,ngar4ya. In this work are 
given methods for converting Hindu into Mahomedan 
dates and vice versd and the Arabic and Persian names 
of the days of the week, the months, the planets, the 
constellations, the signs of the zodiac, &c. Several 
Arabic technical terms of astronomy and others that 
are ordinarily used in astrological treatises are 
explained, and the influences of the planets in different 
positions are mentioned. The book is intended for 
the use of astrologers and was written for the pur- 
.^ .. , . , pose **of pleasing the emperor 
rei^lfshahSn!'" f^h Jeban and gaining bis 

favour; (AA., Appendix II.), 
Shah Jehan was on the throne of Delhi from 1627 to 
1657 A.D., and the date of the composition of this 
treatise is 1665 Saka and 1053 a.h. corresponding 
to 1643 A.D. This Vedslngar^ya was the same person 
as the father of Nandike^vara, the author of a work 
entitled Ganakamandana which is a sort of intro- 
duction to the study of astronomy. In that work, a 
copy of which exists in my collection for 1861-82, 
Nandikei^vara states that his father's name was 
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Mdlajit (M4Iji), that he was con76rsant with the 
Vedas and Ved4ngas, and got from the emperor of 
Delhi (phillhi^vara) the title of Ved4ngar4ya. MAla- 
jit or Ved4ngar4ya was the son of Tigal&bhatta who 

was the son of Ratnabhatta. Batnabbatta lived at

Copies of a few works on divination will also be

Works on Divination, panying catalogue. One of 

Tallabha. them IS entitled Vidyaj janaval- 

labha, (No. 337), and is ascrib- 
ed to king Bhoja who is represented to have been a 
powerful sovereign; (BE., Appendix II.). 

The last manuscript in this class that I shall notice 
.. , is the XarapatijayacharyA, (No. 

b/SjS"' ' ^•^^)' a treatise on omens by 

Narapati. The author wrote 
this book at Anahilapattana in the reign of AjayapS,la 
who occupied the Chaulukya throne from 1174 to 
1177 A.D.; (Ind. Ant, Vol. VL, p. 213). He finished 
the work on Tuesday the first of the light half of 
Chaitra in the year 1232 of Vikrama corresponding 
to 1176 A.D. Narapati's father was Amradeva who 
lived at Dh^r^, the capital of M^lava, which country 
was, according to our author, the ** abod6 of learn- 
ing." There is another copy of the Narapatijaya- 
chary^ in last year's collection, (CO., Appendix II,). 

CLASS XIII.— MEDICINK 

In the class of works on Hindu Medicine we have 

fragments of the Charaka and 
YtXlT^' ^Th "" la*t S"^^^*^ Sariihitas and a copy of 
traLcr'i&d for a^a^rsi V^gbhata's important work the 
in A.D. 1430. Ashtangayogahridaya, which 

however is incomplete. The 
last manuscript was caused to be transcribed in the 
Saihvat year 1486 or 1430 a.d. at Bhrigukshetra or 
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Bbaroch by Arddhasera (Ardesar) who was a learned 
Adhyfi.ru or priest of the Pfi.raslka race for his son to 
study. This shows that about four hundred and fifty 
years ago Parsi priests vahied and cultivated the 
study of Sanskrit lore (CC. 1, Appendix II.) There 
are several othersmallertreatisPS,and among themmay 

Bopadova'8 6ata61okl. be mentioned two copies of Bo- 

padeva s Satasloki and another 
of his commentary on the work, which however wants 
a few leaves, (Nos. 378 — 380). Bopadeva, as is well 
known, was the son of Ke^ava and pupil of Dhane^a. 
He was patronized by Hemfirdri, the minister of 
Mah&deva, the Yfi/dava king of Devagiri. This fact 
is however mentioned not in his medical treatises 
but in the Harililfi', a summary of the Bhfi,gavata. 
At the end of the Satasloki it is stated that both 
Bopadeva's father and teacher lived at a place called 
Sfi,rtha situated on the banks of the Varadd. Bopa- 
deva therefore was a native of Berar. (DD., 
Appendix II.). 

CLASS XIV.— tInTRIKA LITERATURE. 

Of the Tfi,ntrika literature we have manuscripts of 
two Tantras, the Sivarahasya and the Gautamiya- 
mahfi,tantra, (Nos. 400, 401, and 385). The rest are 
digests or extracts from some of the larger Tantras, 
one of the former being the Tantras^ra by KxishnA- 
nandabhattach^rya, (No. 388). 

CLASS XV.— ART. 

There are copies of four works on technical 
subjects. Two of these are on architecture, one 
entitled RAjavallabhamandana, (No. 404), and the 
other VAstumandana, (No. 405). In the colophon 
of the first it is stated that Mandana, a SAtradh4ra 

Mandana's works. ^^ architect, who was in the 

service of Kumbhakarna, kmg 
of Medap^ta, composed the work, and by his devotion 
to Ganapati and to his teacher and the propitiation 
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of the Goddess of Learning he expounded the *' art 

of building as taught by the Munis ;'' (EE., Appen- 

^^ , . . J dix II.). Medapa^a is Mev&d, 

bho ruled over the country 
according to Tod from 1419 to 1469 A.n. He had a 
taste for the arts and constructed many temples as 
well as strongholds. It is not unlikely, therefore, 
he had in bis service persons who had read the 
literature of architecture and could compose such 
treatises as the one under notice. Y^stumandana 
also is ascribed to Mandana, and it is stated that he 
wrote this work at the request of his son Devasimha. 
He is here spoken of as the son of Kshetra; (FF., 
Appendix II.). 

The third work entitled KundamArtanda treats 

. . ot the construction of altars 
coSt^!* according to the Sulva Sutras 

composed by the Rishis of old. 
The author is Govinda who was the son of Gad^dhara 
and lived at Junnar. The manuscript contains a 
commentary by Ananta, the son of SiddheiSvara. 
The original was composed in 1613 Saka or 1691 
A.D. and the commentary in 1614 Saka or 1692 
A.D., (No. 770). 

The last of the four is a commentary on the Saih- 

^ gitaratn&kara, (No. 406). The 
Commentary on the nja^uscript is inabad condition, 

the edges of all the leaves 
beingr torn off and the writing on a good many having 
faded away. The commentary is attributed to a king 
of the name of Singa, who is spoken of as the supreme 
sovereign of the Andhra circle. Who this Singa wa& 
it is difficult to say ; but it is not unlikely that he was 
the YMava prince Singhana who reigned at Devagiri. 
For, the country ruled over by the Deccan Ch&lukyas 
is sometimes called Telangana by northern writers 
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fiucli as Merutunga and BAjavaHabha, who in their 
life of Bhoja speak of Tailapa as king of Telangana. 
Telangana is the same as the Andhra circle and the 
Yfi,davas succeeded the Chahikyas as rulers of the 
country. In Professor Aufrecht's catalogue there 
is a notice of a manuscript of the Samgitaratn&kara 
by S&rngadeva, in the introduction to which Singha- 
nadeva, who appears to have been the author's patron, 
is mentioned. A commentary on his work, therefore, 
written either by himself or some other court 
dependent may have been dedicated to the king. 
(GG., Appendix II.). 

CLASS XVL— MISCELLANEOUS. 

Under the heading "Miscellaneous** there are

possesses a good deal of his- 
torical importance. It is entitled Lekhapafich&i^ikSr, 
or fifty letters or deeds, (No. 410). The author's 
name is not given at the end and the first leaf is 
missing. The work contains forms of letters, deeds, 
patents, bonds, &c., and is divided into two parts. 
The names being variable are in most cases re- 
presented by the word amuka, i.e., *^a certain one" 
or ndmandmatah^ i.e.f "by a certain name." The 
date, however, used in the forms which constitute 
the second part is Monday the 15th of the light half 
of Vai^akha, Samvat 1288, except in one case where 
it is the 3rd of that half. This date is meant of 
course to serve as an example; but the author's 
having used that in particular may safely be regard-

This agrees with the genealogy given by other 
writers. Bhimadeva was the reigning sovereign in 
Sanivat 1288 according to them also, and we see that 
Lavanapras&da, whose grandson Yisaladeva finally 
took possession of the throne at Anahilapattana, had 
at that time acquired suflBcient influence to be con- 
sidered worthy of being introduced as the grantor of 
a village. He appears to have been the de facto 
sovereign of Gujarat at the time. (HH., Appendix

andLavanapn^sada. rdjddhrdja or kmg of kings, 

i.e.i paramount sovereign, and 
L&va^yapras&da who is called a Mahdmandaledvara. 
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The place where the treaty is concluded is the 
" victorious camp'* and the provisions are that " each 
of these two princes should confine himself to 
his own country as before ; neither of them should 
invade the territories of the other; if a powerful 
enemy attacked either of them they should both 
undertake a joint expedition against him; if only 
the general of an enemy did so, troops should be sent 
to encounter him ; and if a prince from the country of 
either fled into that of the other taking away a 
certain valuable thing he should not be allowed 
quarter and the thing removed by him should be 
restored," Sifighana who is also called Simhana was 
the most powerful of the Y4dava princes of Devagiri 
and reigned from 1131 to 1169 Saka or 1209 to 
1247 A.D. He invaded Gujarat twice at least, once 
in the time of Lavanaprasada and on another occa- 
sion when his grandson Visaladeva was on the throne. 
Of the first invasion Some^vara gives a graphic 
account in his Kirtikaumudi, All Gujarat was 
terrified when the intelligence of Singhana's march 
against the country was received, and Lavanapra- 
fi&da and his son Yiradhavala proceeded at once to 
meet him. But being attacked from behind by four 
princes of MArv^d and abandoned by the chiefs of 
Godraha and Lata, the father and son retreated. 
The army of Singhana, however, did not advance. 
But Some^vara does not give us any reason fur- 
ther than what is involved in the observation, 
which is simply rhetorical and not historical, that 
" deer do not follow the path of a lion even when he 
has abandoned it." The reason, however, is supplied 
by the document before us. Though the object of 
our author was to give the form of a treaty of 
alliance, he could not have thought of using the names 
of Singhana and Lavanaprasada unless such a treaty 
had been actually concluded between them, and it 
should be remembered that Singhana's invasion of 
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tjujarat raust have taken place but a short time before 
the composition of the treatise. Instead of giving a 
l)lank form, therefore, the author must be supposed 
to have here placed before us what might be consi- 
tiered a specimen of a treaty. Siiighana, therefore, 
did not advance when Lavanaprasada and his son 
retreated, because the two latter had submitted to 
him and concluded a treaty of alliance. (DD., 
Appendix IL) 

No. 409 is a work composed by one Dalapatirlya 
. for a prince named M^Ldhava-

CLASS XVII.— JAIN A. LITERATURE. 

{A.) Sutras and their commentaries. — Of the 
literature of the Jaina^ we have sixty-one manuscripts 
in Sanskrit and the old Prakrit and eight in the 
vernacular. There are sixteen of the Siitras and 
their commentaries, amoug which may be mentioned 
a new commentary on the Kalpasdtra entitled 

Kalpamanjarl by Sahajakirti, 

sSkktf^"^ ^^ (No. 421). This was composed 

in 1685 Sam vat while Jinar&ja

VivekavilS.sa, (No. 455), by Jinadattastlri, in which 
the author gives the principles of several branches 
of learning and which also contains moral as well as 
religious precepts; the ShaddariSanasamuchchaya, 
(No. 460), giving a brief account of the Br4hmanic 
as well as Jaina and Bauddha systems of philosophy ; 
and the Samayas&raprabhrita, (No. 462), a work 
belonging to the Digarabara sect, by Kundakund^- 
ch^rya, who was a celebrated teacher of that sect. 
The SAktamuktavali of Somaprabhach^rya, (No. 469), 
may also be mentioned in this connection. Somapra- 

bhdch^rya represents himself 

S6k3cUvaU^"^* ^ to l,e the pupil of Viiayasimha 

who occupied the seat or High- 
priest after -Ajitadeva; (KK., Appendix II.). All 
these names occur in the succession list of the pontiffs 
of the Tap%achchha, and Somaprabh&charya seems 
to have lived in the latter part of the twelfth century, 
(Ind. Ant., Vol. XI., p. 254). 

(B.) Orammar and Lexicons. -^We have copies of 
the De^inamam&14 of Hemacbandra, (No, 438), of the 
Siddha^abd^rnava of Sahajakirti, (No. 466), men- 
tioned above, of Hemachandra's Prakrit Grammar,. 
(No. 458), of the Sabdabhftshana, (No. 457), a metrical 
treatise on grammar by Danavijaya, (LL., Appendix 

II.), of a DMtup^tha or list of 

Harshaktrtrs DLitu- ^.^^^g according to the S4ras- 

patha with a comment- . . r ,i -^i 

J[ • Tata system together with a 

commentary by Harshakirti^ 
(Nos. 439 and 440), all of which belong to the bran- 
ches of Lexicography and Grammar. In the Vritti 
or commentary on his Dhdtup&tha, Harshakirti 
gives the senses as well as the verbal and other 
forms of the several roots quoting the Sarasvata 
SAtras, and sometimes mentions idiomatic modes of 
expression* The work thus res^mbles^ to -some 
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extent, Mddhava's Dh&tuyritti. Harshaklrti was the 
High-priest of the N4gapurlya branch of the Tap&ga- 
chchha and was the pupil of Chandraklrti. He 
mentions the following eminent persons belonging 
to his sect who were honoured by kings and 
emperors : — 

(1) Jayai§ekhara, who was adored by Hammira. 

(2) Vajrasena, to whom at the suggestion of Slhada 
the emperor AUAvadi gave a valuable garment 
and Pharm4na (firman) in the town of RtLn^, 

(3) Ratna^ekhara, to whom Perojas&hi gave 
valuable garments. 

(4) Hamsakirti, a P&thaka or reader, whose great- 
ness was manifested before S4hi Sikandara. 

(5) AnandarS,ya, who obtained the title of R4ya 
from HumAAih. 

(6) Chandraklrti, highly honoured by S4hi S&lema. 

(7) Padmasundaragani, who defeated a great 
Pandit in argument at the court of Akbar 
and was rewarded by the emperor with a 
garment, a village, an easy chair (sukh&sana), 
and other things. 

(8) Paohchsl, a P^thaka, honoured by M&ladeva, 
king of the Hindus at Yodhapura (Jodhpur). 

Of these Hammtra was the celebrated Chohan 
prince who ruled over MevM from 1301 to 1365 a.d. 
and successfully resisted the encroachments of the 
Mahommedans. AUavadi must be Ailauddin Khilji 
who occupied the throne of Delhi from 1295 to 
1316 A. D, PerojasAhi must bo Pheroz Shah Taghlak 
who reigned from 13£1 to 1388 A.D., and S4hi Sikan- 
dara, Sikandar Shah Lodi ( 1488 — 1518 a. d. ). 
Humayun's first reign extended from 1530 to 1540 
A.D. ; Salem Shah (1545 — 1553 a.d.) was one of the 
Delhi emperors who ruled during the period of his 
humiliation, and Akbar, the celebrated Mogul prince, 
reigned from 1556 to 1605 a.d. M^ladeva was a 
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prince of the R&tlior family who reigned at Jodhpur 
from 1532 to 1583 a.d. Chandraklrti who was 
honoured by Salem Shah was our author's teacher ; 
(MM., Appendix II.). 

C Plays. — No. 418 is a copy of the first act of the 
. ^ Karpiiramafijari, a dramatic 

Karpiiramanjari, ^j^^ -^ ^^^ Prakrit in four actS, 

and No. 419 of the second act. In the colophon 
of both manuscripts the play is ascribed to a V4- 
chan4ch^ryay pupil of Jinasdgara, who is styled the 
" sun in the sky of Kharatdna.'' Jinas^gara was 
the first High-priest of a new branch of the Kha- 
ratara sect which was established in Sarhvat 1686 or 
3630 A. D. (Ind. Ant., Vol. XL, p. 250). The 
KarpAramanjari, however, of which we have two 
acts here, is the same as that written by R&ja^ekhara, 
the preceptor of Mahendrap^la, who flourished about 
the tenth century, and even his name is mentioned 
in the introduction. 

D. Historical, Biographical and Legendary. Worlcs. 
— Among works of a historical, biographical, and 
legendary nature we have Merutunga's Bhojapra- 
bandha, (No, 450), R^javallabhas Bhojacharitra, 
(No. 449), Sumatigani's Lives of certain Jaina High- 
priests, (No. 426), originally forming part of hi» 
Vritti or exposition of Jinadatta's Ganadharas^rdha- 
iSataka, a Gurv&vali or succession list of teachers, 
(No. 427), Par^vandthacharitra, (No, 444),'P4ndava- 
charitra, (No. 443), R^macharitra (No. 452), &c. 
In the Bhojaprabandha, Merutunga states that in 

Sarhvat 1078 when Bhoja ruled 

Memtiifiga's Bhoja- ^^^r the Msllava circle, Bhtraa, 
prahandha, B h o j a s ^^^ paramount sovereign of the 

date. i-ii AT 1 -I 

Unalukya race, governed 
Gujarat. This cannot be the date of Bhoja's ac- 
cession. According both to Merutunga and R^ja- 
vallabha, Munja, the uncle and predecessor of Bhoja, 
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crossed the God&varl against the counsel of his aged 
minister Rudr&ditya and invaded the dominions of 
Tailapa, the founder of the later ChS,lukya dynasty 
of the Dekkan. He was defeated and taken prisoner. 
At first he was well treated by his captor, but when 
secret intrigues for his release were discovered, 
Tailapa subjected him to indignities and put him 
to death. This last fact is mentioned in Tailapa's 
inscriptions also. Now Tailapa, we know, died in 
920 Saka or after 919 years of the era had elapsed. 
This corresponds to 998 a.d., wherefore Munja must 
have been slain by Tailapa before that year. A Jaina 
author named Amitagati tells us at the end of his 
Subh^shitaratnasamdoha, as was first pointed out 
by Colebrooke, that he wrote or compiled the work in 
Samvat 1050 or 994 a.d. while Mufija was reigning 
at Dh^r^. (NN., Appendix XL). Mufija therefore 
must have been put to death by Tailapa between 
994 and 998 a.d., or about the year 996. Bhoja was 
crowned king after him, and since he is said to have 
reigned for fifty-five years, he must have died 
about 1051 A.D. 

Sumatigani was a pupil of JinapatisAri, the forty- 
sixth head of the Kharatara- 

SnmaHgani's Lives gachchha, who died in 127? 
of the Yuorapradhanas g. .-,0^1 tt- 1* 

or Jaina PoStiSa. Samvat or 1221 A.D. His work* 

contains an account of the lives 
of VardhamAna, Jine^vara, Jinachandra, Abhaya- 
deva, Jinavallabha, and Jinadatta, who were the 
High-priests of the sect successively. In the account 
of Yardham&na that sage is represented to have gone 

to the court of Durlabha, the 
Vardhamana. Chaulukya king of Anahila- 

pattana, who reigned from 10 10 to 1022 a.d. and held

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adebate with theChaityav&sins or those Jaina teachers 
who advocated the propriety of a residence in temples. 
His opponent was SAr&chS,rya, with whom however he 
did not hold a controversy in person but directed his 
pupil Jine^vara to do so. Vardbam&na was victori- 
ous and was highly honoured by the king, whereupon 
the Chaityav&sins left the town. Jine^vara had the 
title Kharatara (" very keen ") given to him on the 
occasion of the debate, and when he succeeded his 
master Yardham^na, it became the name of the 
Gachchha or sect which he led. JineSvara is repre- 

sented to have gone on some 
in vara. occasion to ASd-palU and Dindi- 

y&naka on visitation. At the former place he com- 
posed in Samvat 1092 or 1036 a.d. a kaihd (" story") 
entitled Lilavatl. When he was at Dindiyftnaka he 
asked of the Chaityav&sins of the place for the loan 
of some book which on account of their disagreeable 
relations with him they refused. He then wrote the 
KathslnakakoiSa in the four rainy months, composing 
during the last two watches of the night as much as 
was ncjcessary to read to his audience the next 
morning. 

Jinachandra succeeded JineiSvara. He composed

valUpurl in Saihvat 1125. In J^valipura he explain- 
ed the G^thA beginning with Chivandanamdvdsyayay 
and the doctrines taught by him were noted down 
by a pupil and embodied in a tract entitled Dina- 
chary^ containing 300 ^lokas. Jinachandra's succes- 
sor was Abhayadevasdri, the 
Abhayadeva, ^^^^^^ ^^ y^.^^.^ ^^ comments 

on nine of the Angas of the Jainas. A long story is 
related as to how he was led to compose these com- 
mentaries. He had been afflicted with an incurable 
disease that rendered him unfit for any work of the 
kind ; but a certain deity appeared to him in a dream 
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and directed him to go to Stambhanakapura (Cam* 
bay ?) where there was an image of P^r^van&tha. He 
went there, bowed down before the image, and com- 
posed while standing the Namask&radv4trim^ik4 or 
" thirby-two bows," beginning with Jayatihuyana* 
The last two of these stanzas he was obliged to omit 
at the request of the deities, so that the Stotra or 
hymn now contains thirty only. 

The next head of the Gachchha was Jinavallabha* 

He had the eight grammars of 

was conversant with the Mah4k4vyas or great poems, 
MeghadAta and others, as well as all the other kftvyas 
or poems, with the works on poetics of Rudrata, 
Udbhata, Dandin, Vamana, Bh&maha, and others, 
the eighty-four dramatic plays, the whole of the 
Jyotihi&stra, all metrical works such as those of 
Jayadeva and others, the Anek4ntajayapat4k4 of 
Abhayadeva and other works that expounded the 
doctrines of Jinendra {i.e. Jainism), and with works 
of other systems of philosophy such as the . Ny^ya 
treatises Tarkakandall and Kiran^vall, and Samka- 
ranandana and Kamala^tla. He was regarded as a 
man of learning at ChitrakAta (Chittor), and many 
people, even such as belonged to other systems of 
religion, resorted to him and got their doubts cleared ; 
(00., Appendix 11. ). Jinavallabha caused temples 
of Mah^vlra and P^r^vanatha to be constructed at 
Chitrakiita and of Nemin&tha at N^gapura and Nara- 
varapurl. On one occasion two Pandits from a foreign 
country went to the court of Naravarman, the 
grandson of Bhoja, at Dh4r4, and proposed some 
poetic riddle, which the Pandits of Narvarman were 
not able to solve. At the suggestion of a courtier 
the riddle was sent by the king to Jinavallabha, who 
solved it at once, and the solution was sent to Nara*- 
varman with all despatch. On this account, when 
after some time Jinavallabha went to Dh4r4, Naxsk-

varman received liim with great honour and offered 
him a large sum of money. This he declined to accept^ 
but asked the king to make some endowment to the 
temples constructed at ChitrakAta. Naravarraaii 
died in 1190 Samvat or 113-1 a.d. according to au 
inscription deciphered by Colebrooke. The installa- 
tion of Jinavallabha in the place of Abhayadeva took 
place after he had done all that is related above* 
He did not long survive this event, having died six 
months after in the last quarter of the night on the 
twelfth of the dark half of K&rtika in Samvat 1 167, 
i.e. 1111 A.D, He wrote the following works: — (1) 
Sdkshm^rthasiddhinta, (2) Vich4ras4ra, (3) Shada- 
llti, (4) S^rdhaiSataka, a karma grantha, (5) Pindavi* 
fiuddhi, (6) Paushadhavidhi, (V) Pratikramanas4m4- 
cH.vU (6) Saihghapattaka, (9) Dharma^ikshA, (10) 
DvMa^akulaka, (11) Pra^nottara^ataka, (12) Sring^ 
ra^ataka and many other k^vyas, (13) S4rasvata^a- 
tasamkhyastuti, and (14) Stotras; (PP., Appendix 
II.). Several of these exist in the Government collec- 
tions deposited in this college, while in the present 
collection there is a stotra written by him. 

Jinadatta, the author of the work on which Suma- 

Jinadatta. ^'S^^^ comments, succeeded. 

He was the son of B^hadadevl 
and V&chhika, and was born in Samvat 1132 or 
1076 A.D. He read his PanjikA at the Dharma^41& 
of Bh^vadach^rya and was taught all the Siddh^ntas 
by Harisimh&ch^rya. He was installed in Jinaval- 
iabha's place at Chitrak'Ata by Devabhadrach^rya. 
On one occasion he went to Ajayameru (Ajmir), 
where he was well received by Arno, the king of th© 
tjountry. At the request of the Sr&vakas of the 
place the king granted a site for Jaina temples, and 
on a second visit Jinadatta laid the foundation stones. 
He made many converts to Jainism as well as to his 
particular sect. He wrote the Ganadharasaptati for 
teM)rcising a man possessed by a ghost and also a 
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Chachchari on the precepts engraved by Jinavallabha 
on the walls of certain temples. He once went to 
Naravara and thence to Tribhuvanagiri where he 
preached the truth to king Kumd.rap&]a. 

Besides the works named above Sumatigani 
quotes from or refers to the following : — ^Pravacha- 
nas^ra, a Smriti, BharataS^stra, Dam^dhv^ya^ a 
Prayoga, Ava4yakachih*ni, Da^avaikdJika, OhitrakA- 
tiyapi^asti by Jinavallabha, and XJpadeSam&U. He 
also quotes some verses which are now found in the 
Panchatantra. 

The K^macharitra in prose was composed by 
_. ^ .^ Devavijayagani, pupil of BAja- 

R&machantra. yijayasAri, who himself was a 

pupil of Vijayad^nasAri, the Yugapradh&na or head 
of the Tap&gachchha. It was written at Srlm&la- 
pura in Marusthalt or M4rv&d in the year 1652 
Samvat or 1596 a.d. in the reign of Akbar. The 
author tells us that in the composition of his work 
he followed Hemachandra's R&m&yana and that he 
wrote it in prose, though there was a BAmacharitra 
in verse in the Prakrit as well as Sanskrit, to divert 
himself and also to put an end to his Karman. (QQ.» 
Appendix II.). 

Examination of private Libraries. — As to the 
other branch of the work the libraries of the follow- 
ing persons at NAsik have been catalogued this 
year : —

Eighteen libraries were reported to have been cata« 
logued last year ; so that twenty-six in all have been 
examined at NS,sik. The printing of these catalogues 
has now been begun. There is very little work left 
to be done at N&sik and my S^strl intended to go to 
Trimbak to catalogue the private collections existing 
there. But in the month of June last he was car-

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ried off by cholera, which prevailed widely at N&sik 
about that time. He was a man of learning and 
great intelligence and did very good service. He 
possessed much influence with the people at N4sik 
and hence was able to examine for us so many col- 
lections at the place. Otherwise the jealousy as 
regards one's literary treasures is still so strong that 
it would not have been possible to do that amount 
of work there. 

Account of the Manuscripts in the Oovemment 
Collections. — I will close this report by a short ac- 
count of the present state of the collections in my 
charge. The following table will show the number 
of manuscripts collected for Government each year 
since 1868-69 and the number lent to scholars and 
forwarded to Germany to be catalogued according 
to Professor Kielhorn's scheme : — 
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Thus the total number of manuscripts in the col- 
lections is 4,482, of which 7aj have been lent to 
scholars in Europe, 68 in India, and 13 in America, 
while 113^ have been sent to be catalogued, 22^ 
to Professor Kielhorn, 33 to Professor Pischel, and 
58 to Professor Jacobi. In all 2 73 'manuscripts are 
ont, and the rest, 4,209, are in the library. 

Ages of Manuscripts. — Of the 4,482 manuscripts 
_ _ , . ^^ about a third bear dates.

palm-leaves of which 37 are dated. Three were 
transcribed in Saihvat 1138, 1145, and 1146, corre- 
sponding to 1082, 1089, and 1090 of the Christian 
era; eight, from Saihvat 1164 to 1218, i.e. from 
1108 to 1162 A.D.; twenty, from Samvat 1260 to 
Kali 4398, i.e. from 1204 to 1297 a.d.; and six, 
from Saihvat 1359 to 1450, i.e. from 1303 to 1394 

A.D. 

The earliest paper manuscript in the collection 
^ __ was transcribedin 1376 Saihvat, 

Paper Mannscnpts. corresponding to 1320 A.D., 

and there are eight bearing dates from 1426 to 
1454 Saihvat, i.e. from 1370 to 1398 a.d. There are 
48 transcribed in the first half of the fifteenth cen- 
tury of the Christian era and 91 in the latter half. 
In some of the published lists an earlier date than 
1376 Saihvat occurs against one or two manu- 
scripts ; and one is represented to have been tran- 
scribed in Saihvat 1401. I have examined the 
manuscripts themselves and found aU these entries 
to be erroneous. I have however not been able to 
examine one manuscript the date of which is in 
the list given as 1415 Saihvat, as it has been lent. 
The rest of the dated manuscripts were transcribed 
after the close of the fifteenth century. 

Manuscripts written on palm-leaves are found in 
Ghijarat and MS,rv^, principally at Cambay, P&taia, 
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and Jesalinir. From the above Btatement it is clear 
that in Gujarat and M4ry&d pahn-leaves were used 
as a writing material before the introduction of 
paper. The earliest palm-leaf manuscript we pos- 
sess was, it will be seen^ written in 1082 a.d., and 
our earliest paper manuscript in 1320 a.d. So far 
as our present researches go, therefore, paper did 
not come into use till the beginning of the four- 
teenth century; and since our latest palm-leaf 
manuscript is dated 1450 Sainvat or 1394 a.d., it 
appears that . palm-leaves continued to be used as 
well as paper till about the end of that century. 
From the beginning of the fifteenth we find paper 
only employ^.

He was made a Samny&sin 
by Achyutapreksh^ch^rya and afterwards went to Badari- 
k^rama and came back in 1057 S'aka, Ananda Sam- 
vatsara, bringing with him idols of Digvijaya EAma and 
Vedavy&sa. He was raised to the seat of High -priest in 
the presence of kings. Padmanabhatirtha, Naraharitlr- 
tha, M^dhavatlrtha and Akshobhyatlrtha were his pupils. 
Naraharitlrtha was sent to Jagann^tha, in Orissa, to bring 
the original idol of Rfi.ma and Slt&.
